Closing Scenes in the Chumbers.

GAMBETTA'S GUREAT SEPEECH-HIS DBOLD
ARRAIGNMENT OF THE MINISTRY—CAU-
TION AND CONSBERYATISM OF THE iII-Z—
PUBLICAN LEADERS—M. THIERS.

[Corresnondence of the Philwdelphia Press.)

Paris, June 20.—I write under the im-
pression of the closiny scenes of the Cham-
ber of Deputies. During my residence in
Paris I have been present at maoy Stormy:
sessions of the Chamber, but I never wit-
nessed anything like the recent proceed-
ings. Gambetta is an exceedingly irritating
speaker. He bas the hubit of saying bitter
things with the most perfect sangfroid.
Often in his calmest moods le is the most
provoking to his opponents. Ile has a re-
markable power of condensation, which
enables him to concentrate in a few words
what most men would require a long pro-
cess of reasoning to express. Hisstyleisa
succession of sharp, glittering, stinging
sentences, full of venom and point—
flashes of lightning that dazzle and De-
wilder, with occasional peals of thun-
der that terrify and confuse. lle rose to
reply to M. de Fourtou, tbe Minister of the
Interior, who had announced the approach-
ing dissolution of the Chamber. He had
hardly uttered a word before he was inter-
rupted by Paul de Cassagnac, a man, by the
way, who is a bully by nature, and one of
the most dogmatic and violent persons that
ever sat in a parliamentary body. He is
entirely out of place in a deliberative as-
sembly, for he has no control over his
temper, is insulting. to all who differ with
him, and has not theeieast regard for the
rules of debatc. Ie is a tall, handsome
man, with the tiery, voleanic nature of the
region in which lie was born, a good dresser,
a lover of strife, not wanting in courage, and
a polemical journalist of the first water.
His paper, Le Pays, makes up for its limit-
ed eirculation in its vehement denunciation
of political opponents, its vituperation of all
but Bonapartist statesmen, and its scathing
personalities. Healways has his hands full.
Ile is either pleading to indictments forlibel
or tighting duels. He must have the bump
of combativeness in its largest development.
He hates Gambetta, because he looks upon
him as the persontfication of Republicanism,
and of the antipathies to Imperialism. ' The
Republican Deputy, in the opening ot his
remarks, made a complimentary allusion to
M. Thiers. Thisprovoked Cassagnac to ex-
claim : **The same who called you a mad-
man!?”’ Gambetta said he understood the
tactics of M. Cassagnac. It was to interrupt
and embarrass him. ‘This elicited a denial
and abusive responmse, with a call ‘to
order from M. Grevy, the President,
Cassagnac insulted him with the re-
mark that he was “The friend of scouu-
drels.”” At this M. de Grevy rose
with indignation, and protested again<t
the insult as unprecedented, threaten-
ing to leave the chair if the Ubamber did
not assert its dignity and protect bim in the
exereise of bhis functions. A unanimous
vote of censure was immediately pro-
nounced against Cassagnac. After this tem-
pestuous episode Gaunfoetta resumed. Ile
denounced the dismissal of Jules Simon as
a clerical intrigue; that two days after be
had denied the assertion of the Pope that
he was 2 prisoner he was denounced by the
Vatieani, and soon after ‘the Ministry was
overtirown. - ¢ You dared to say,” contin-
ued Gambetta, *“that what yon did was for
the tranquillization ot .the country, but I
call to witness the Tact that the Press of
all Europe has denounced vour conduet
as disloyal, nnreasonable, and incendiary.
The enlightened opinion -of - universal
Europe 'condemns, you.- Your policy can:
best . be described in. one ‘word—it
is - equivocal. . You :profess o | govern-
in the name of 'tlie Republic, and you
conspire -its destructipn. You call your-
gelves the -friends of peace, and' you pro-
claita . war!?’. Wherever his antagonists
presented a weak point, there Gambetta as--
sailed them. When he tinished his' dis-
course, the Cbamber was trembling witht
conflicting emotions that rendered the fur-
ther prosecution  of business Jor that day, |
impossible.

RECELERS DESTRUCTION - OF FORESTS.—
The London Speciator of June 16th says :
« The evidence that .the great floods which
have from time to time daring the last half
century been so destructive in Switzerland
and in many -districts: of France and Iialy
have been maijaly caused by the felling of
the forests on the high grounds appears to
be overwhelming. In: the 'Department
of the 4 Loire especially it was uni-
versally remarked that the wooded grounds
suffered no change, while in the de-
nuded Qistriets the whole sail of cleared and
cultivated fields was swept away and the
rocks laid bare. The same wasseen in the
Upper Rhine in 18688. 'Phe clearings in the
province of the Ardéche have produced the
most melancholy results 'within the last
thirty. years, one third of its area. having
become 'barren ; and new iorrents had, in
1842, destroyed 70,000 acres ol ' good
land, an evil which h en going on
ever since that time. ‘The {enudaticn of
the crests of the Vosgex,  has done
infinite harm in Alsace. Many places
in “Provence, rich and  inhabited halt
a.century ago, have become deserts. Thou-
sands of torrents have been formed within
the last dozen years on the southern flank
of the Piedmontese .Alps and in.Dauphiny,
and grassy slopes have been “cotiverted itito
stony chasms by the cutting of the woods
above. In the Department of the Lower
Alps, between 1842 and -1852, 61,000 eeres
went out of cultivation’. from this . cause.

2, 3, 4, &c.) the Board of Visitors are de-
clared to be a corporation, whereof the
Adjutant-General is a constituent element
« ez-officio,’” and they are undoubtedly, in
my judgment, officers. of the Common-
wealth, with very considerable powers en-
trusted to them and duties imposed upon
them in the administratien of an institution
on a Statefoundation:- -Notcontent with
my own opinion on this matter, and un-
willing to appear to evade my duty as a
citizen on a mere technicality, I bave taken
the opinion of eminent counsel in thig mat-.
ter, and find they coneur withb my view.

As illustrative of .this case, I respectiully
refer you (o the very recent rulings touch-’
ing a centennial commissioneracting as elec-
tor.

Federal officer, although he was a mere rep-
resentative of the Government in a private
corporation. 'The Military Institute is State
property, and its Visitors represent no pri-
vate interests.

. It is true that I might resign as a member
of the Board of Visitors; but I do naot feel
at liberty to abdicate this public trust which
I have accepted to assume another; and in
this case, a3 I am an alumnus of tbe Insti-
tute, the duty is perhaps more imperative
to remain where I am. To this course I
more readily consent, because I know your

procuring a substitute whose eligibility is
beyond question, and who in every respect
will be worthy ol this honor.
